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ABSTRACT 

This document contains information about various aspects of 
the City College of New York (CCNY) . The first section contains a brief 
commentary on the information contained in "CITY FACTS" tables. The second 
section focuses on students, with tables describing enrollment trends and 
other student data for fall 1989 through fall 1999. Total student data are 
presented first, followed by undergraduate, graduate, and transfer student 
information. The third section contains data about instructional and 
noninstructional staff by gender and ethnicity, as well as information on 
budgets, revenues, and expenditures. The fourth section cites 
context-specific references for each table and graph in the publication. 
Among other information, the publication notes that the total fall 1999 
enrollment of 10,571 represented a decrease of 6.9% from the previous fall. 
In fall 1999, 53% of CCNY students. More than half of CCNY students were 
full-time student, even though the number decreased by 8.4% from fall 1998. 
The three largest ethnic groups were Black (36.5%), Hispanic (30.2%), and 
Asian (14.6%) . The 104 tenured full-time faculty represented a decrease from 
1998, and, in 1999 44.2% of the entire faculty had part-time status. 
Approximately 70% of CCNY undergraduates received financial aid. From 
1995-1996 to 1999-2000; the total number of financial aid awards decreased, 
but the dollar amount increased.

Enrollment trends and other student data are given for the Fall 1989 through Fall 1999 
semesters. Total student data are presented first, followed by undergraduate, graduate and 
transfer student information. 

III. Employee and Financial Data 

Data on instructional and non-instructional staff by gender and ethnicity are provided, along 
with data on budgets, revenues and expenditures. 

IV. Reference Sources 

Context-specific references are cited in each table and graph in CITY FACTS. 

Details are provided on City University of New York's (CUNY) statistical treatment of 
enrollment and course data. Information applies to all tables in CITY FACTS that cite the City 
College of New York (CCNY) Form A Report and the CUNY Show Tape. Other CUNY and 
CCNY data sources are also in this section, as are the Technical Note and the Production Note.

! The total Fall 1999 CCNY student population of 10,571 decreased 
by 6.9% (788) students from Fall 1998's 11,359. 

! In Fall 1999, 53% (5,602) of all CCNY students were women. 

! Men comprised 47.0% (4,969) of all CCNY students in Fall 1999. 



! The percent of women in the total population of the College 
increased from Fall 1995 to Fall 1997 and remained the same in 1998 
and 1999, thus reflecting the national trend in institutions of 
higher education. The actual number of women, however, decreased 
by 422 (7 .

Since these data 
were collected in the third week of the semester, a large 
percentage of the upper-division students had not completed the 
formal process of declaring a major. As a result, the numbers of 
majors in several curricula are likely to increase significantly by 
the end of the term and the proportion of "undeclared" and 
"unclassified" students should decline.

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Data Sources and Interpretation of the Statistical Tables 

CITY FACTS information comes from several different sources: 

A: The Show Reg Tape/Form A Most of the statistical tables in Section I are based on 
information taken from a computer printout known as the Form A Report. (In 1994, the 
CCNY Office of Institutional Research started using an electronic copy of Show Reg Tape. 
Source notes within CITY FACTS show where it was used.) The computer program that 
produces the Form A analyzes the data stored on the Show Reg Tape, which is prepared by the 
Registrar's Office at CCNY and submitted to CUNY Central Office every semester. The Show 
Reg Tape represents the College's enrollment at the end of the third week of the current 
semester. It is treated by Central Office as the official enrollment statistical source in 
preparing reports for the New York State Education Department. CUNY statistical treatment 
of enrollment and course data for Form A Report is as follows: 

1) Students who registered but withdrew prior to the end of the third week in the 
semester are excluded. Changes made by Records and Registration after the third week are not 
reflected in these tables. 

2) Permit students, i.e., students who are taking classes at CCNY but are getting their 
degrees from another college, are included in the computation of full-time equivalent (FTE) 
students, but are not included in the enrollment head count. 

3) Class standing is based on total cumulative credits earned prior to the present 
semester. This creates the following groups of students:

Non-degree students are put into three groups: Lower, Upper and Graduate. 

4) When the degree indicator is missing, the student is classified as non-degree. 

5) When full- or part-time status is missing, the student is classified as part-time. 

6) When the degree indicator shows the student is enrolled in a degree program, but 
class level is missing, the student is classified as a freshman. 

7) Credits generated by undergraduate students in graduate courses are counted as 
graduate level credits in the computation of student FTEs and, conversely, credits generated by 
graduate students in undergraduate courses are counted as undergraduate credits.

8) Non-Resident Aliens. According to the field definitions for the Show-Reg Tape, 
there are two categories of Foreign Citizens and Non-Resident Aliens. Both of them are 
included in the Non-Resident Alien category when we prepare the IPEDS reports: 

Foreign Resident who pays non-resident tuition and is not 
eligible for TAP. (Includes any foreign student who has lived 
in New York for one year and/or has not been a permanent 
resident (green card holder) or applied for permanent residency 
at least one year prior to the start of the semester.) 

Foreign Resident who pays resident tuition and is not 
eligible for TAP. (For example, United Nations Personnel, 

Temporary Resident, Permanent Resident Pending, or Refugee 
Pending). 

9) Doctoral students on campus are not included in the computation of head count or in 
credits generated because these students are officially registered at the CUNY Graduate 
Center. 

10) A student's curriculum major code is the only way to ascertain what division, 
school or program he or she is in. However, Lower Division students do not have to declare a 
major and many Upper Division students (transfers and readmits) take several weeks to 
complete the process of declaring a major. (Since 1983, Upper Division students have been 
required to declare a major in their junior year.) As a result, a large percentage of 
undergraduate students are classified as "Undeclared" with respect to curriculum of choice. 

1 1) Skills Assessment (SKAT) tests are administered for fall admission to incoming 
students at individual colleges within CUNY. They are forwarded to CUNY to become part of 
the Show Reg Tape. These test scores determine whether or not an incoming student requires 
remediation in one or more basic skill areas (reading, writing, and mathematics). Pass/fail 
cut-off scores are established by CUNY for these tests. 

B: City College Graduation Tape The Records and Registration Office submits to CUNY 
Central Office a record of CCNY graduates for the current semester by curriculum, degree 
awarded and gender of recipient. A printout ("Graduates — City College, NYSED 2.1 - 
Degrees Conferred) from the graduation tape or the CCNY Report 247 serves as the source for 
CITY FACTS graphs and tables that deal with graduation information. 

C: The Financial Aid Office Provides data on the number and size of awards to students. 
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E: The Affirmative Action Office Provides data on the race/ethnicity and gender of staff from 
the City University Personnel System (CUPS) IPEDS Report. 

F: The Finance and Management Office and the Fiscal Planning Office Provide the budget 
breakdowns. This data is that which is used in the Integrated Postsecondary Educational Data 
Systems (IPEDS). 

G: The CCNY Office of Research Administration Provides information about grants awarded 
through the City College Research Foundation. 

H: The Admissions Office Uses UAPC's WYLBUR: CLAD and ASTA databases for CCNY 
allocation data. 

I: The CCNY Student Master File An important local database that includes the academic 
records of all students. This file, along with CUNY's Show Reg Tape and Form A, are the key 
sources for conducting longitudinal studies, particularly in terms of tracking student cohorts 
over time and, to a limited extent, evaluating the effects of programs on academic success. 

J. Integrated Postsecondary Education Data System (IPEDS) Institutional Characteristics 
Survey A U.S. Department of Education database collected by the U.S. Department of 
Commerce, Bureau of the Census, for the National Center for Education Statistics. 

According to the IPEDS definition, a Non-Resident Alien is a person who is not a 
citizen or national of the United States and who is in this country on a temporary basis and 
does not have the right to remain indefinitely. Resident Aliens who are not citizens or 
nationals of the United States and who have been lawfully admitted for permanent residence 
(and who hold alien registration receipt cards - Form 1-55 1/155) are to be reported in the 
appropriate racial/ethnic categories along with United States citizens.

Percentage Change 

"Percentage change" used in the Summary is not simply the arithmetic difference 
between two percentages (e.g., 20% - 15% = 5%). It is the quantity based on the number of 
cases at two points in time and is calculated as follows: 

% change equals (number of cases at time2 minus number of cases 
at timel) divided by number of cases at timel multiplied by 100.
